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ADDRESS 

Called by the passing awav of another 'year to 
meet the members of the American partv in Na- 
tional Council, the occasion demands a reaffirma- 
tion of our opinions. We are ready to-day as 
aforetime to give a reason for the faith that is 
in u-. and as ready to-day as ever before to stand 
fast by our vows of devotion to our whole coun- 
try. Neither dismayed by defeat, nor disheart 
ened by opposition— neither discouraged by the 
past, nor without hope for the future— we meet 
together both to counsel one with another, and to 
•how to the people of the United States by 'oar 
presence and our numbers here in open conven 
tion that as a party we are hopeful and determin- 
ed as to our future course of action. 

The dominant party at the North and the dom- 
inant party at the South, by appeals made to sec- 
tions of country and the passions of the day, are 
temporarily successful . But a temporary triumph 
is no evidence of permauent success. Nor does a 
victory secured by passion give evidence of a 
ifue attachment to principle. A true soldier will 
never be disheartened in sustaining a good cause 
because of one or many defeats. 

The nine hundred thousand American voters 
who sustainded the American candidates for the 
two first offices in the gift of the people in No- 
vember last may enjoy the consciousness of an 
honest work well meant and well done. They 
neither conn tea the cost of defeat nor faltered iu 
the discharge of a great public duty, and had the 
thousands of men who agreed with them iu 
opiniou as to the justice of their principles and 
the fitness of their candidate acted upon the same 
convictions of public duty, the result would have 
been far different. At the North, tens of thou- 
sands voted for Mr. Fremont upon the plea that 
there was no chance for Mr. Fillmore, while tens 
of thousands voted for Mr. Buchanan at the 
South upon the plea that a vote for Mr. Fillmore 
would secure the election of the candidate of the 
miscalled Republican party. It was a cruel and 
uncalled for sacrifice of principle upon the altar 
of expediency, and one of those sacrifices ofpriu 
ciple which, if persisted in, in private life, as is 
sometimes the case, in the consideration of sub 
lects of great public moment, would result in 
common disaster. When patriotism becomes the 
rule of action and a true love of country points 
out the path of duty, nothing can excuse the 
Y ielding up of that which is right for that which 
tmj expedient. 
W. do not.^jwevei seek to recall anything 
iu the past calculated to wound the feelings of 
those who were tempu-d in a moment of despon 
detfey oi thoughtlessness to forget their obliga- 
tions to their country or the.r assoc.ates .n prmei 

Thousands who left our ranks in November, 
drawn away by the temporary expedients and 
passions of the' hour, have returned to the fold of 
the American party Th p y have been taught in 
the bitter school of experience that the word of 
promise may be made to the ear and broken to 
the hope. Where there was a pledge to secure, 
and the power to effect a pure ballot-box — the 
want of which is one of the great evils of the 
times — and to accomplish which ought to unite 
the good men of all parties — there has been eith- 
er a criminal indifference to the evil itself or a 
'•old paarticipation in that wrong. So iu the 
promises made at the North to secure a pure 
franchise through the agency of a registry law 
where all could sec aud know who, under the 
constitution and bv the laws, were entitled to 
vote. 

Iu uo instance that we cau recall to mind have 
either of the two great organizations opposed the 
American party endeavored to secure those 
wholesome reforms which are essential either to 
an inteligent or honest exercise of the rights of 
franchise. Even where an attempt has been 
made, as in New York, to secure a practical re- 
form under the naturalization laws, so that while 
the change would not extend the five years' resi- 
dence previous to naturalization provided by the 
laws of the United States, it would, neverthe- 
less, secure a small portion of this limited resi- 
dence before the alien was alowed to vote, the at- 
tempt has failed, by the combined opposition of 
l>oth the Democratic and Republican parties, who 
not unfreqnently work together at the North to 
destrov the American organization. And while 
there has been a neglect to maintain a pure Iran 
ehise for white voters, and an open and earnest 
opposition to all reforms, proposing simply reme- 
dial measures for admitted great public evils, 
there has also been enacted in New York a suc- 
cessful measure looking to such an amendment 
of the Constitution as would secure a general sys- 
tem of suffrage to the negroesofthe State. Thus, 
in one part of the Union a State Constitution is 
opened to sustain the question of negro suffrage, 
while in another part of the Union the alien has 
had conferred upon him privileges wholly un 
known to the native-born citizen. To day a foreign 
pauper or a foreign criminal, driven or banished 
from the pest or prison houses of Europe, is made in 
all things, and regardless of his residence in the 
country , an equal with the citizen whose service has 
been life-long, patriotic, and useful in the land of 
his birth To-morrow, again, States in another sec- 
tion of the country become revolutionary in their 
plans of opposition to the Federal Government, 
and exhaust their patriotism and labor in meas- 
ures of mere speciality and favor for the negro. 

We seek to avoid such anatomies of legislation 
in both our Federal and State governments. — 
Their tendency is neither toward humanity nor 
mercy. They' benefit neither the white nor the 
black race and, whether well meant or ill meant, 
result in that spirit of strife and uucharitableness 
in different States and among different classes of 
people which the true men of the country cannot 
fail to deplore. 

Higher aims and nobler objects animate the 
American party We know of no political differ 
ences between the rights of the North and the 
rights of the South . All are subordinate to the 
constitution of our common country. The union 
of the States, the rights of the States, the privi- 
leges of the people in the States, and under the 
Union, is our chief glory and our greatest good — 
When differences of opiuion come, as come they 
will, they must be settled, not by crimination snd 
hate, but by reference to that great principle of com - 
mon right and common protection — the Consti- 
tution of the United States; and if there shall 
unfortunately again be dfferences of opiniou as 
to

Toleration of opinion, the freedom of speech 
and of the press, the right of the people peaces 
bly to assemble and petition the government for 
a redress of grievances, arc among these specifi 
ed constitutional personal rights, and cannot be 
abridged except as the obuse of these privleges is 
restrained by the laws of the land. Equally ex- 
: plicit arc the rights of the States over their own 
territories, and interference with them becomes 
both a public abuse of power and an act of per- 
sonal impertinence. If all men in all sections of 
the country, could realize where their powers 
commence, and where they cease— if they could 
understand that they are no more responsible for 
other men's sins than they are secure in their own 
self assumed virtues, all would be comparatively 
well. 

There are many and vitai questious upon which 
the American party can agree, and to these all 
other subjects should be subordinate. They are, 
in brief, condensed in the following spirit of our 
National Platform. We hold, for example, as 
cardinal maxims of public justice and private 
duty, to the following rule of faith una action: 

1st. The Federal Union mast be maintain I

Uth. "Squatter Sovereignty" and 
rage must be repudiated. 

12th. Americans must rule America. 
There is nothing here not taught in the Consti- 
tution of the United States, and nothing here re- 
pugnant to the spirit and letter of that instrument 
of liberty and law. The provision of the Consti 
tution which requires the President of tho United 
States to be a native born citizen— which requires 
the Vice President to possess the same qualifica- 
tions with the President — which, in the foreign 
born imposes a nine years' residence, after na- 
turalization, as qualification of a candidate for 
the United States Senate, and a residence of 
seven years, after naturalization, as a qnalifica 
tion for a Representative in Congress— which for 
bids test oaths lor office, and the maintenance of 
an established Religion, are all part and parcel 
of our faith and practice. So far from departing 
from any provision of the Constitution, we seek 
to restore a respect for its framers, and an entire 
and hearty obedience to its provisions. It is, 
above aud beyoud all other records of political 
creeds, the platform of the American party. 

But we cauuot shut our eyes to other issues 
which have been forced upon us by the Democrat 
ic party, which is not only not what it was in times 
past, but which seems to have outlived its con- 
sistency, its usefulness, and its virtues. It has 
different faces for different parts of the country, 
aud different phases to illustrate its many creeds. 
It has involved the government in great difficulty, 
and uo man feels secure in the future while this 
party is in power. U under Democratic Adminis- 
trations there has beeu an open violation of law 
in the Territory of Utah A social system which 
would have disgraced the darkest ages, utterly re- 
pugnant to civilization, reflecting the highest dis- 
honor upon the government, a festering sore upon 
the political body, aud every day growing from 
bad to worse, exists and has existed for four 
years past within the borders of our own govern 
ment. We condemn this outrage upon morals 
and humanity, and desire to see the uuisance 
abated. We trace it, however, as one of the nat 
ural ills incident to that system of administration 
which seeks to fill the nation with criminals, pan 
pers, aud fanatics from the old world. We trace 
the great majority of wrongs in Utah, the act of 
treason, the cases of arson, the multitudes of 
murders, the cruel banishments, the beastly in- 
tercourse, to that unnatural indifference to those 
who, serpent like, have crept into the bosom of 
the nation iu order to sting aud destroy it. 

Other questions of great importance though of 
less magnitude also attract our attention. The 
public domain, secured by a common treasure and 
a common sacrifice of blood and labor, the com- 
mon property of the nation is distributed without 
regard to the general ownership, and with a lav- 
ishness of appropriation which shows an utter in- 
difference to the just claims and true wants of the 
American people. 

Who can arrest these evils and restore the gov- 
ernment to its ancient landmarks but the Amer 
ican party ' Where else is there a sure hope of 
the union of the States with that free expression 
of opinion which belongs to every Common 
wealth of the Republic, and to every citizen in the 
Union? * 

We call then upou our countrymen all over 
the land to organize and act. Let" them seek to 
give honor, strength, prosperity, and perpetuity 
to our glorious Union by making the love ol 
country and of the whole country a passion and a 
principle. 

The past iu our nation is made glorious by the 
patriotism aud heroism of our noble ancestry of 
Southern men of the stamp and character of him 
who led the great armies of the Revolution, and 
of those who were distinguished under the con- 
federation and iu the convention which framed the 
constitution. Northern men, too, of the stamp and 
character of the son of Massachusetts who nomi 
nated George Washington i f Virginia to be Gen 
eral -in Chief of the armies of the Republic, and 
like him received the sword ot the leading British 
General on Southern soil at the instance of the 
forever-loved, Heaven protected Father of our 
common country. 

Living then in these great examples ol the 
past — seeking to re-baptise the whole nation in 
the spirit of the great and good men who led 
the way to victory, and to independence, we, 
too, are hopeful and heartful of the great iu 
turc. 

We invoke the sympathy, the aid, the co ope 
ration of all men. all over the land, who are with 
us and of us in principle and sentiment — aud oi 
all men too, who wish to reform those gross 
abuses in the State and nation which have result 
ed in so much personal wrong, and left a stain 
like a wound upon the fair frame of the Republic 
Americans and friends of Americans, North and 
South, East and West, "Awake, arise, or be for- 
ever fallen."

All the uastiness and 
stench which this engenders are evident to the 
lady along side of him and to the ladies and gen- 
tlemen around and about. But what cares our 
plug-hero ? Is he not a free and enlightened citi- 
zen? Does not liberty mean the art of violating 
good manners and carrving all the canons of low

spit around! Keep up the putrid foam in your 
mouth. Now, out with it! Too coarse too selfish ,

lious of inhabitants. In 1193 it was takeu by th e 
Mohommedans under Cuttabaddeen Khan, who 
fixed his residence there. In 1398, it was taken, 
pillaged, and reduced to a heap of ruins, by Tam 
erlane: 

Iu 1631 the Emperor Shah Jelian, built a new 
city on the right bank of the Jumna, and this 
forms the modern Delhi, which is about five miles 
iu circumference, and is seated ou a range of rocky 
hills It is surrounded by walls constructed of 
large blocks of granite, and fortified with a good 
loop-holed parapet. Several gateways and bas 
tions occur in the walls at intervals, and the whole 
has been strengthened aud put in repair by the 
English government. The gateways arc magnifi 
cent buildings, and are named after the provinces 
and cities to which they point. 

The city has seven gates, and contain, the re- 
mains of several fine palaces, the residences of 
former rulers. The modern citv contains many 
good houses, chiefly of brick. The streets, with 
the exception of the principal ones, are in general 
narrow, as in other Easiern cities. 

There are several tiue mosque- in Delhi, the 
largest, the Jumna .Musjid, built bv Sh..h Jehau. 
being a splendid and enormous edifice 01 while 
marble and red granite It is considered th< 
largest and h uidsouiest place of Musulm ui 
worship in India. The Mogul's piUee is a re 
markable structure, surrounded on three sides b\ 
an embattled wall th rt> feet high, aud more ih.m 
one mile in circumference It is a place of out 
little military strength, however, the walls being 
adapted only for bows and arrows, or musketry 
In the opinion of Bishop Heber, it far surpasses 
the Kremlin in architectural beauty. The gar 
dens, which were formed by Shah Jelian, are 
-aid to have cost £1,000.01)1). Their origiual 
character has long been completely lost, and 
they now present the appearance of a small, 
neat park, with some charming groves of orange 
trees. 

Among the other notable edifices of the city 
are the tykunas, or under-ground houses, which 
are formed uuder ground, having outlets for light 
above, and ingress at one place only. They are 
handsomely arranged and furnished; aad posses 
sing a temperature of 12 or even 14 degrees be 
low that of the rooms at the surface, furnish a 
pleasant retreat in the hot months of April, May 
and June. 

Delhi is well situated for conducting the traffic 
between the peninsula of India and the countries 
to the Norlh aud West, and has considerable com 
mercial activity. Cotton cloths and shawls are 
manufactured in the city, and indigo is produced 
in the surrounding country. It is a great mart 
for shawls, and a constant trade is kept up with 
Cashmere, whence the splendid fabrics so much 
prized all over the world are brought in lar^e 
quantities, some plain, to have borders sewed up 
011 them, others lobe embroidered in silk or gold. 
>» hen they derive the name of Delhi -hawls. — 
The goldsmiths of Delhi are also celebrated be 
vond those of any other Indian city and eminent 
ly merit their high reputation It is difficult 101 
•ersotis best acquainted with the chef d'arnvres ol 
European artisans to imagine the surprising beau 
ly of the Ueldl work. 

The Jumna overflows the country to a wide 
exteut duiing the rainy season, but does not con 
fer fertility at Delhi, owing to the waters iu thi- 
part of its course being strongly impregnated 
with natron, extensive beds of which abound in 
the neighborhood. The population in Delhi 
1847, amounted to 137,977, besides about 2*2,0110

Bred Scoti Case Decided and 
it did not Decide. 

iw Reporter contains a very able 
of the Dred Scott deciaion, 
will enable the reader to know what the 
Supreme Court has decided in that important 
case far more readily and clearly than he can 
learn from the official notice itself Those, also, 
who desire to understand, not merely the points 
which the so called, decision really decided, but 
what it did not decide, will do well to consult the 
Late Reporter'* article, the authorship of which is 
ascribed to Horace Gray, jr., and John Lowell, 
two well-known gentlemen of Boston. The re 
suit of their investigation of the decision is briefly 



First— As to the question, "Can ■ negro be a 
citizen of the United Suites?" It has been com 
monly supposed that the Court decided this ques 
uon in the negative. This is a mistake. From 
the form in which it was presented, it is very 
doubtful whether it was before the Court for a 
decision. Four of the nine Judges thought that 
it was; these were the Chief Justice, and Justices 
vVayne and Daniel, who answer the question in 
the negative, and Justice Curtis, who answers it 
n the affirmative. Of the Judges who give 
uo opinion on the point, one (Judge Mc 
Lean) declares that if he answered the question 
at all it would be in the affimative; Judge Catron, 
when Chief Justice of the Supreme Court of Teu 
uessee, gave an opinion directly involving an 
affirmative answer to the question, the three 
other Judges give no clue to their opinions. On 
this question, then, the C >urt stands thus: three 
iu the affirmative, three in the negative and three 



Secondly— Waa the Missouri Compromise con 
-tilutiuiial ' It is a perfectly well settled princi 
'tie of the Supreme Court and one that has often 
■een laid down from its beuch, that no part of an 
•piuiou of the Court is to be regarded us of an 
iiority as a precedent, which was uot necessary t< 
he determination of the question beiore it. Any 
hiug beyond this is merely the expression of tin 
udividu tl opinion of the Jud^e; and it h.is beet 
> ell said th it "it generii dicta tWt to tie con-id 
red as establishing the law. nothing is yet set 
ed or tan longt»e settled." Beariu^ thi« in mini] 
let us look at the facts of the case. Scott was ■ 
- lave in Missouri; was taken by his mister t< 
Illinois, thence into a Territory of the Unit d 
States when- slavery was prohibited by the Mi- 
-ouri Compromise, and thence back to Missouri 
The opinion of the Court is placed upon the 
ground that the laws of Missouri are to de- 
cide whether Scott is or is not a slave, now that 
he has returned thither If this be so, what mat 
ters it whether the Compromise was valid or in 
valid? In other words, whether Scott was free 
when in Illinois, or in the Territory, or whether 
hecontinued to be a slave all the time? And if 
the Court goes out of its way to give an opinion 
on this point, could a plainer instance be found 
of an opinion on a point not neeesgarv to deter 
mine the right ot the parties? 

The Court, then, has not decided that the Mis 
souri Compromise was unconstitutional. 

Thirdly — This case is often spoken of asdecid 
ing that a master may take his slave to a free 
State, and there hold him as a slave. This is a 
simple mistake; there is no such point decided. — 
But— 

Fourthly — The doctrine is here established that, 
if a slave be taken by his master to a free State, 
and does not there claim his liberty, but consent- 
to return with his master to a slave State, he may 
be held as a slave there, if the highest Court of 
that State considers hi ni still to be a slave. In 
other words, the Dred Scott case does not decide 
that a negro is a slave in a free State, because he 
teas a slave in the State from which he was 
brought; nor that a slave carried from a slave to a 
free State and brought back is free because he 
might have claimed his freedom iu the free State; 
nor that he is neccessarily ■ slave after his re- 
turn; but leaves his freedom or slavery to be set 
tied by the laws of the slave State to which he re

The money is taken 
from the common school fund derived from the 
General Government, which the clause he quote* 
says shall be appropriated to the "sustaining of a 
system of common schools." The Normal 
School is a part of the system of common schools, 
no system of common schools is complete without 
it. It is the very fountain from whence proceed* 
the waters of its life.

It 
is recognized by the framerof the act (a Demo 
crat) to organize the Normal School as indispen 
sably necessary iu the thorough and efficient 
operation of said common schoo' system, "to pro 
vide a sufficient supply of competent teachers" 
composed of citizens of Ky.

Some school he acknowledges is necessa 
ry. It ii a settled fact that the school for the 
education of teachers must be supported by the 
State, and if the present means is robbing the 
poor man, why does he not advocate an addition- 
al levy upon that poor man, for that is the only- 
way that is left to accomplish his object. No, 
the present system is doing now, and will con- 
tinue to do great good to the State. It is con- 
fering blessings innumerable upon the poor of 
the State. It is educating men that are too poor 
to educate themselves and supplying the State 
with scholars from the class which produced a 
Clay : Webster a Newton and a Faraday.

Fall ol a Buildias. --U. 1. Tobacco In- 
spection Honse In Kuina.— Destruction 
of 1,600 Barrels of Whisky. 

Last evening about half past seven o'clock, the 
extensive four story brick house owned and oc- 
cupied by Charles Bodman, situated on the South 
aide of Front street, between Walnut and Vine, 
fell in with a tremendous crash under the pres 
sure of nearly sixteen huudred barrels of raw 
whisk i , owned and stored in the 2d, 3d and 4th 
storie* of this building by Calvin Fletcher, Esq 

The liuildiug was new and had been completed 
onlyaliout six weeks. It was 33 feet front, and 
6'.i feet iu depth, and four stories high. The 
building was erected by Casper Geist. On the 
West side was an eight foot alley, and on the 
East a three foot passage extending the whole 
length of the building. A German, named Meyer, 
employed in the building, says that nearly sixteen 
hundred barrels of whisky had been raised up, 
and piled two tier deep on the second, third aud 
fourth stories, the weight of which has crushed 
out the Bide walls and precipitated the four sto- 
ries into a confused mass of ruins iu the cellar 
The first floor of the building was occupied by iu 
owner Mr. Bodman who had several tons of to 
bacco in it.

Soon alter their arrival, a large number ot th> 
disgusted filibusters assembled in the Park, when 
a large crowd speediiy gathered, and listened to 
the stories of their wrongs and their* destitution. 
The men look tolerably healthy, though emacia 
ted, as if they hail seen hard service. They were 
dressed in a great variety of costumes, although 
the mouse-colored slouched hats, striped or col 
ored shirts, and dark overalls largely predoniin.it 
ed. Their features bronzed to an almost mulatto 
hue, their beards long and shaggy, and their 
general appearance is that of men who have 
long been exposed to the hardships of a cam- 
paign 

They hail from all parts ol the Union, although 
a majority belong to the VYotern States, and are 
exceedingly anxious to return to their homes as 
soon as they can raise funds to do so, being at 
present entirely destitute. They all concur in 
denouncing Walker as a "black hearted villain," 
alleging that he tyrannized over his men, neglect- 
ing them when sick, and abandoning them when 
he found he could gain nothing from their servi- 
ces. They were generally enticed away under a 
promise of 260 acres of land each, md $25 a 
month pay. Many of them went to Nicaragua to 
settle, without any intention of joining the army, 
into which they were pressed as soon as they 
lauded. Of course they deserted at the first op 
portuuity that afforded. They state that Walk 
er's soldiers were often compelled to eat mule's 
meat, and the flesh of unclean animals, to keep 
from starving. They were, generally, well treat 
ed by the Costa Kicaus, after desertion, aud have 
been sent home by them, in the Tennessee

Cheap and abundant fuel is esseutial to 
the growth and prosperity of any and everv com 
rauuity The supply on the upper waters of tht 
Kentucky river is inexhaustible, and of the fine-i 
quality It is the natural >ource from which th< 
river counties are to be supplied, and the eon 
struction of no possible railroad can cut it off, or 
dispense with the best and cheapest • ode ot 
reaching it. No railroad can ever transport coal ' 
as cheap as the river, if improved. The improve 
ment then becomes only a question of time. It 
is i necessity, and will eventually force iUelf. 
The sooner it is made, the better will it be for 
all parties interested We are glad to see that 
the attention of the public has been called to the 
subject by the recent convention held in this city, 
and that a committee has been appointed to act 
efficiently in pressing the measure. 

We have not attempted to go into its general 
merits, to demonstrate the vast advantages which 
will flow to the State at large from opening a way 
to the rich mineral treasures to which it gives ac- 
cess. Besides the coal, there are boundless sup 
ulies of iron, salt, timber, 6ic, now comoarative 
ly valueless, because inaccessible. It has here 
tofore been found that wondrous changes in the 
comparative wealth, and public and private reve 
nues, of agricultural and mineral lands, have 
uniformly followed all similar improvements — 
pauper counties rapidly becoming the richest ami 
paying most revenue. — Lex. Statesman

Washington, Aug., 20. 
Governor Walker, of Kansas, in the official dis 

patches recently received, says that on one point 
he has been grossly misrepresented, namely: Aa 
desiring every man should vote who happeued to 
be in the Territory on the day of election, lor the 
ratificat on of the Constitution. This, he re- 
marks, would be desirable, if there were conclusive 
evidence that all such persons were actual bona 
fide settlers; but the only sufficient and usual proof 
of such a fact, would be some previous residence 
on this point, which is one of detail. He had 
never proposed to make suggestions to the cou 
vention, although when asked his opinion by 
members of that body, he had indicated a pre- 
vious residence of three or six months, and that 
the same qualifications should be adopted in the 
con*titution, in regard uot only to that, but to 
all future elections; and in his judgment one or 
the other of these terms of residence will be adopt 
ed by the convention, from whom he anticipates 
a cordial co-operation. It is somewhat extraor- 
dinary, he adds, that while this accusation of let 
ting every man vote who may happen to be in the 
Territory on the day of election has been pre 
ferrod in the South, as indicating a desire, on my 
oart, to let in Abolition interlopers to control the 
result. The Republicans of Kansas have drawn 
in entirelv different conclusion, viz: That I 
designate in this manner to bring many thousand 
Missourians into the Territory to decide the con- 
test.

A coverer for each furrow is attache.) just behind, con- 
structed so a* to hoe the light dirt on to the f urrow,and 
compressing it upon the seeds. 

"The arrangement is the same for plantiug in hills, 
excepting that the guides are changed so as to drop the 
seeds into hills. It can be regulated to drop any num- 
ber of grains iu each hill, to make the hills any distance 
apart, and to coverto any depth that may be required. 
The attachment forplauting and covering is verv simple, 
and so ingeniously arranged as to prevent the lumps 
and stones from being thrown upon the grain, while it 
compresses the din upon the seeds much better than 
could be done with either hoe or roller. 

"Another very valuable feature about this machine is 
an attachment for preparing cotton seed, consisting of 
an extra cylinder in which the seed is placed, made to 
revolve by the motion of the wheels in the same man- 
ner as the other.
